AMENDMENT TO THE GAME LAW. 


Secretary Spooner eof the California 
State Sportsmens’ Association has had 
printed the proposed amendments to 
sectimn 628 of the Penal Code, which 
will be enclosed to the Supervisors of 
every county in the State. The amend- 
ments are designed to rectify an over- 
sight of the Legislature in failing to 
pass a law for the protection of female 
deer and does, and reads as follows: 

Section 1. Every. person who shall,, 
after the passage of this ordinance, pur- 
sue, hunt, take, kill or destroy any fe- 
male deer or doe, shall be guilty ‘of a 
misde neanor,and upon conviction there- 
of shall be punished by fine of not less 
than $50, nor more than $300, or im- 
prisonment in the county jail for not 
less than thirty days, nor more than six 
months, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 

Sec. 2. Every deer in possession, ex- 

osed or offered for sale, shall show con- 
clusive evidence of its sex, and proof of 
failure to comply with the provis- 
ions of this section shall be prima facie 

evidence im any prosecution for a vio- 
lation of Section 1 of this ordinance, 
that such deer in possession, exposed or 
offered for sale, was a female. 

Sec. 2. Sections 1 and 2 of the ordi- 
nance shall not have the effect to repeal 
any of the provisions of Chapter 1 of 
Title 15 of the Penal Code of the State
